The Consumer Price Index 
vaulted ahead by 8.1 per cent 
last month, the Central Ba- 
reaa of Statistics reported on 
Friday. It was the sharpest 
month's advance ‘in 21 years, 
the Bureau noted. 

February's rise added 15.1 
to the indicator, bringing it to 
202, (The C-o-L Index base of 
100 was fixed according to aver- 
age retail prices of goods and 
services during 1969.) 

The sharp increase had been 
expected in view of the recent 
cutback in the Government's food 
subsidies and the steep rise in 
the price of fuel. The former oc- 
curred on January 27, and the 
latter on January 14. Their im- 
pact was not felt until last 
month, according to the bureaw 

Reuven Karshai, chief of the 
Bureau's price division, would 
not guess how the bus fare in- 

_ crease of February 17 would 
affect this month's index. Nor 
would he estimate how much 
the forthcoming increases in mu- 
nicipal rates, water charges and 
Postal and telephone fees would 
add to the price index. 

February's Wholesale Price 
Index rose even more sharply 
than the Consumer Price Index, 
and tagged on 9.4 per cent. The 
fiercest rise of all, however, was 
registered by the Agricultural 
Costs Index — an unprecetiented 
16.9 per cent. 

The agricultural indicator re- 
flects all of the expenses borne 
by farmers and farm settle- 
Ments: labour, equipment and 
supplies. Livestock feed in- 
creased in price by 45.9 per 
cent Jast month, and pest con- 
trol supplies, by 13.1 per cent. 
Electricity and fuel cost the 
farmers 22.8 and 13.9 per cent 
More, respectively. 

All of these rises resulted in 
more expensive fruits and vege- 
tables for the housewife last 
month — the prices having risen 
by more than the traditional 
January-to-February norm, 

According to economists, the 
1974 year-end cost-of-living pay 
increment already can be safely 
Pegged at 19 per cent even if 
retail prices remain stable for 
the rest of the year. Such a pos- 
sibility, of course, is not even 
considered real,

month:

drinks, 20.3 per cent. 

FRUITS AND VEGETABLES: 
Apples, up 9.7 per cent; oranges, 
8.8: and lemons, 2.3 per cent. 
Onions. up 27.5; tomatoes, 25; 
carrots, 13.9: and potatoes, 9.6. 

HOME MAINTENANCE AND 
EQUIPMENT: cooking gas 
prices expanded by 13 per cent 
after having gone up by 35.3 
per cent in January: kitchen 
utensils, 7.4: domestic help, 4.2; 
painting and decorating costs, 
7.7, and soaps and cleaning ma- 
terials, 5.3 per cent. Blectric re- 
frigerators cost the purchaser 
2.7 per cent more Sast- month, 
while a kitchen range meant an 
additional outlay of 5.8 per cent 
over and above January’s prices 
for these. 

OTHER PRICE RISES: vehicle 
repairs 4; driving lessons, 8.7: 
dental treatment, 8; eyeglasses, 
4.2: membership in sick funds, 
10: and pharmaceuticals, 3.3. 
Coiffeure was up by 5.4 per 
eent; cosmetics, by 3.9; religious 
articles, 4.6; toys, 3.8 and photo- 
graphic supplies, 2.6 per cent.

After a brief parley between the 
two sides, the rebels turned round 
and drove back to their barracks.

20,000 Kurds said on rampage

BEIRUT \AP}. — Iraq has re- 
mained silent for the fourth succes- 
Sive day on a reported outbreak of 
fighting with the Kurdish minority 
in tthe oil-rich northern regions. 

But reports persist that 20,000 
Mountain warriors of Mulla Mus- 
tafa Barzani have ransacked police 
Stations and burned down govern- 
Ment houses in Iraq's northernmost 
district of Zakho and the northeast- 
ern province of Kirkuk. The area 
was reported quiet yesterday. 

Beirut reports say three Iraqi 
army divisions supported by tanks 
have advanced and occupied strate- 
gic positions in the north and are 
poised for a major offensive against 
the Pesh Merga, Barzani's irre- 
gular army.

Since the Yom Kippur War, he 
continued, it has become clear that 
much attention will be given to de- 
fence — and the State budget shows 
this. However, the national security 
is dependent not only on a strong 
army, but also on the people's eco- 
nomic. cultural and mora! power.

End to belligerency is 
realistic aim, says 
Kreisky as tour ends

The Socialist International Middle 
East fact-finding mission, headed by 
Austrian Chancellor Bruno Kreisky, 
returned to Vienna yesterday after 
a three-day visit here, with all its 
members in full agreement that 
their tours of Egypt, Syria and Is- 
rael had contributed a great deal 
towards a better understanding of 
the complex situation in the region. 

Dr. Kreisky said, before board- 
ing the mission's special jet plane, 
that their Middle East tour had 
been most satisfactory, although a 
reat deal of patience will be need- 
ed before peace could be reached 
in this part of the world. He 
stressed that his delegation had no 
intention of playing a mediating 
role in the conflict. “We do not 
want to compete with Dr. Kissin- 
ger,” he said. 

Addressing newsmen on Friday 
at Beit Berl, Dr. Kreisky pointed 
out that Europe was enjoying de 
facto peace and co-existence, witb- 
out having signed peace treaties. 
The important thing was to put 
an end to belligerency, which he 
believed was also a realistic ob- 
jective in the Middle East. There 
was no sense in discussing Euro- 
pean security without dealing with 
the Middle East conflict, particu- 
larly after the October war, he held. 

He thought there were still a 
great number of stumbling blocks 
on the way towards a solution of 
the Middle East conflict, such as 
the Arabs’ demand for full imple- 
mentation of Security Council reso- 
lution 242 and a settlement of the 
Palestinian problem. ἢ

The Cabinet is expected to discuss 
today Its detailed terms for disen- 
gagement with Syria in advance of 
the “disengagement proximity talks” 
which are to be held in Washing- 
ton. A highly-placed Government 
source sald last night there was a 
50-50 possibility that Israel would 
send its envoy to Washington this 
week to present its disengagement 
plans to Secretary Kissinger. The 
Secretary is due to go to Moscow 
next weekend and thus has the mid- 
week period clear in which ‘to de- 
vote himself to Israel-Syria disen- 


εὐ gagement. 


Defence Minister Moshe Dayan 
is thought likely to represent Israel 
in the disengagement talks with the 


“Secretary — and this too will be 


decided by the Cabinet. The Cabinet 
might meet again tomorrow if its 
discussion on disengagement is not 
concluded today. 

Observers here believe that the 
Syrians wil! send their envoy to 
Washington only after the Israel 
envoy has presented his plans. Dr. 
Kissinger's Moscow trip may there- 
fore intervene between the two pre- 
sentations.

is to remain adamant in its insis- 
tence that any disengagement take 
place exclusively in the area newly 
occupied in the October war — in

other ministers on several occasions, 
but It has never been formally ap- 
proved, either by the old cabinet 
or the new. 

Syria has insisted all along that 
it must receive at least part of the 
pre-72 Goyan Heights in a disen- 
gagement agreement together 
with a firmly linked timetable of 
total withdrawal from the entire 
Golan. 

Syria's minimal demand is for the 
return of Kuneitra and the area 
around’ it.

Heavy Syrian barrage 
but no casualties

Syrian artillery yesterday shelled 
Israel positions in the bulge captur- 
ed in the October war for the sixth 
consecutive day. Despite a relatively 
heavy bombardment in the after- 
noon in the southern and northern 
sectors of the region, there were 
no casualties according to a state- 
ment from the Defence Forces 
spokesman. Fire was returned. 

Tncreabed tension in the area and 
almost daily Syrian bombardments, 
seemed to provide the backdrop to 
a meeting of the Cabinet on Friday 
Morning. It was briefed by Defence 
Minister Moshe Dayan. Chief of Staff 
Rav-Aluf David Elazar and Chief of 
Piltary Intelligence Aiuf. Elahu 

ra. 


Also in Friday, all roads on the. 


Golan were closed to civilian traffic, 
after having been opened early last 
week when tension in the area was 
thought to have abated. The move 
was seen as precautionary. It is 
feared that, since Israel forces 
started replying to the bombard- 
ments on Thursday, firing in the 
area may escalate and encompass 
targets outside the bulge. 

IDF reaction to the Syrian bom- 
bardments has remained restrained, 


but according to one militury 
source, the incessant shelling is be- 
ginning to “become more than just 
2 nuisance,” : 

“While the total number: of shells 
being fired ig relatively small," he 
said, “it only takes one hit to claim 
several lives, and we will have to 
consider this if the situation con- 
tinues.” 

The largest clash occurred yes- 
terday afternoon when Israel posi- 
tions in the northern sector at 
Mazrat Beit Jann and Tel Shams 
were shelled for nearly four hours. 
Earlier a Syrian recoilless rifle 
fired several rounds at a forward 
position near Beit Jann, missing the 
target. 

‘ariier in the afternoon, from 
about 1.80, the Syrians concentrat- 
ed their fire along the southern 
sector on Tel Antar, Tel Mari, 
Nassej and Tel Karim. All in ail the 
Syrians fired around 130 rounds — 
mostly from 130mm. field pieces — 
at the six positions. : 

On Friday, the Syrians concen- 
trated their fire in the southern 
sector of the bulge at Tel Mari, 
Tel Antar and Himrit. Neither on 
Friday nor yesterday were there any 
Israel cagualties, nor was any dam- 
age caused. : 


Eban, Kissinger talks recessed |

WASHINGTON. — Foreign Min- 
ister Abba Eban will meet again 
on Tuesday with Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger to report 
on today’s cabinet session in Je-

Although Eban told newsmen af- 
ter the three-hour meeting that 
“our aims have been achieved.” 
some principal questions remained 
unanswered. These are mainly. the 
level and timing of talks here be- 
tween an Israel delegation and Kis- 
singer which wouid begin the pro- 
cess of indirect Israel-Syrian nego- 
tiation on troop disengagement on 
the Golan Heights. Eban himself 
will not be heading the delegation. 

Another open question — but not 
one susceptible to Israel or Ameri- 
can resolution — is the attitude of 
the Soviet Union towards the pro- 
posed talks. One of the principal 
reasons for the Eban visit was to 
give Kissinger the Israel views in 
advance of the Secretary's forth- 
coming trip to Moscow. Diplomatic 
sources say it is still unclear to 
Kissinger himself whether the So- 
viet unhappiness over the Ameri- 
fan-sponsored disengagement talks 
reflects resentment at being ex- 
cluded from the process, or reser- 
vations about the substance of a 
prospective Syrian-Israel disengage- 
ment. ; 

SOVIET-U.S. DISPUTE 

American sources now say that 
Soviet-American problems, rather 
than Kissinger's preoccupation with 
the disengagement arrangements. 
were responsible for the one-week 
postponement of Kissinger's Mos- 
cow trip. The Secretary is known 
to have been greatly annoyed by 
the Russian broadcasts urging a 
continuation of the Arab boycott 
against the U.S. — and that com- 
ing on top of other signs of Soviet 
antagonism is stimulating 4 serious 
reconsideration of 
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the depth and. 


Pace of the movement towards de- 
tente. 

The Secretary is stil] due to leave 
for Moscow on March 24 or 25, for 
what is now said to be a five- or 
six-day visit. 

Diplomatic sources here now say 
that April will be the key month in 
the search for an Israel-Syrian dis- 
engagement. They expect that pro- 
cess to last weeks rather than 
months, and that the situation 
should be clarified “for good or for 
bad” in April. 

Foreign Minister Eban stressed 
in his talks with newsmen that both 
he and Kissinger had agreed that 
a “step by step" approsch would 
be most useful in the diplomatic 
efforts on all fronts of.the Arab- 
Israel conflict. The step under 
discussion between Eban and Kis- 
singer this week was the Israel- 
Syrian disengagement, and not a 
Permanent settlement on that bor- 

er. 

Nor was it movement towards 
agreement with Jordan, as King 
Hussein, also in Washington this 
week, has reportedly urged. In his 
Press comments, Eban implied that.

Health Ministry to probe 
Yarkon pollution | 


Jerusalem Post Stat 
TEL AVIV. — The Ministry of 
Bealth will locate within the com- 
ing week all sources of pollution 
flowing into the Yarkon River, a 
spokesman announced last week. 

He said the Ministry would look 
for all sources chanelling industrial 
waste or raw sewage into the river. 
Each of the municipalities con- 
cerned will get a list of offenders 
within its boundaries and will be 
required to take action. If there is 
no cooperation from industrial-piant 
owners responsible, the municipality 
would then be entitled to issue 
closure orders against the polluting 
plant. 

An agreement contracted last 
Thursday between the Health Min- 
istry and the Mayors of Tel Aviv, 
Ramat .Gan, Petah Tikva and Ra- 
mat Hasharon stipulates that in 
ease a local authority fails to en- 
force the law, the Government 
would then act itself, billing the 
Municipality for the cost. 


Ramat Gan's Mayor, Israel Pelled, 
charged, however, that neither the 
Health nor the Interior Ministry 
has done anything about the pollu- 
tion, the stench, or the hordes of 
Mosquitoes that invade the area 
each summer. If nothing is done to 
solve the problem, he warned, he 
himself would lead a mass public 
demonstration in protest. 


The matter has been a source of 
conflict between the mayors of the 
region. On Friday Petah Tikva 
Mayor Israel Feinberg denied 
charges that his town ciused the 
stench. The charge was made by 
Ramat Gan Mayor Israel Pelled.

Kreisky ‘impressed’ by

TIBERIAS. Visiting Austrian 
Chancellor Bruno Kreisky has re- 
portedly described as “the most 
impressive experience of my life” 
his frank talks with West Bank 
and Israel Arab leaders at Kibbutz 
Ginossar near, here Friday night. 
Mr, Kreisky and the seven other 
European Socialist International 
Jeaders visiting Israel with him 
were there at the invitation of De- 
puty Premier Yigal Allon (a mem- 
ber of Ginossar), who later reported 

the Chancellor's comment. 

The delegation members had in- 
formally asked questions und ex- 
changed views with, among others, 
Hebron Mayor Sheikh Muhammed 
Ali Ja'abari and Bethlehem Mayor 
Elias Frelj. Both mayors invited 
Kreisky to visit thelr towns; he 
Promised ἴω return not 2s a deleg- 
ate of the Socialist International 
but as the head of the Austrian 
Government, 

Opening the talks at the Nof Gi- 
nossar guest house, Deputy Premier 
Allon said there was no problem, 
even that of the Palestine Arab re- 
fugees, that could not be settled by 
negotiations and good will on both 
sides. No problem, πὸ thought, 
could be solved by force. 

Through understanding and good 
will, a satisfactory solution: could 


even be found for so delicate an 
fgsue as the co-existence of reli- 
gions in Jerusalem, if political ele- 
ments did not interfere. “Even a 
united Jerusalem under Israel sov- 
ereignty is then possible.” Mr. Aon 
said. 

Mr, Allon noted that relations be- 
tween Jews and Arabs were good 
in Israel, a pluralistic country 
which, he snid, did not suffer from 
the acute ethnic conflicts prevailing 
today in Ireland, Cyprus, Belgium, 
Pakistan and Africa. He believed 
relations could also be food between 
Israel and the Arab States. 

He added that “if the (Palestine) 
Arabs want to establish a federa- 
tion with Jordan, I personally would 
not object, provided Israel were as- 
sured of defensible borders." 

Professor Shlomo Aronsohn put 
up for debate his plan for a feder- 
ative state of three cantons — Is- 
rael; Jordan and a Palestinfan Arab 
State consisting of the West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip — with Jeru- 
salem as their joint capital. But 
Sheikh Ja’abari countered that while 
such a federation might have been 
possible in 1948, when only the 
local Arabs were involved, now the 
assent of the Arnab states would be 
required. 

Elias Frelj described the plan as 
“utopian.” considering as more real- 
istic Jordanian King Hussein’s plan 
for a Falastin-Jordan federation.

LONDON (AR). — For setting fire 
to a pile of garbage, 72-year-old 
Cyril Swann has been sent to pri- 
son for life. 

The reason was mot the pravity 
of the offence, but that he has no- 
where else to go. 

The Crown Court at Bedford, 80 
kmg. north of London, was told 
Friday that hospitals and other in- 
stitutions in Britain had refused to 
look after Swann despite extensive 
ingtiries by doctors. 

Roy Dry, a senior prosecutor, 
said: “Unfortunately he has learned 
that setting fire to places is a way 
of getting people to look after him. 
Prison is the best home he has 
ever known.” 

Passing sentence, Judge Robert. 
Lymbery said: “It is an appalling 
indictment of present day society 
that we cannot offer some haven 
for a 72-year-old man, 2 human be- 
ing. I am left only one alternative. 
It may sound harsh, but I order 
that he be imprisoned for life.”

Drug scandal

Minister in the Government of over- 
thrown Chilean President Salvador 
Allende, has hanged himself wtih 
his belt in the military hospital 
here, according to the military 
regime. 

Toha, 46, killed himself Friday in 
the tollet of the room where he was 
receiving treatment for gastric trou- 
ble, including a duodenal ulcer, an 
official report said, He held the two 
different ministerial portfolios for se- 
parate periods in Ὅτ. Allende's left- 
wing coalition government toppled 
‘by the armed forces September 11. 

He was brought here for treat- 
ment three weeks ago from remote 
Pawson Island, where the regime 
had held him prisoner. 

Sources close to Toha’'s family 
alleged that his ilmess had worsen- 
ed because the political prisoners 
on the island were given restricted 
food. 

He was the second senior Allende 
official to die here in three days. 
General Alberto Bachelet, former 
distribution chief, died of a heart 
attack in jail on Tuesday, officials 
said.

But if a tenant vacates premises

strictions relating to statutory ten- 
ancy only if the ent were 
approved by the Tenancy Tribunal 
or a Court. 

In the light of this interpretation, 
continued Justice Berinson, it fol. 
lows that a new tenant who claims 
to be a statutory tenant by virtue 
of the fact that the previous ten- 
ancy had not ceased to be statutory 
tenancy would have to prove aot 
only that the old tenant had vacated 
the premises on the strength of an 
agreement which was not approved 
by a Court or Tribunal. but also 
that the previous tenant's vacation 
of the premises had not been “le-~ 
811." This the respondent in the 
Present case had not even attempted 
to prove, 3o that there was at least 
an unrebutted presumption that the 
Property had been legally vacated by 
the protected tenant. 

Furthermore, held Justice Berin- 
son, the fact that if the respondent 
were now declared to be a protected

Political scientists and 
the Jewish People

Ν the occasion of 'the dedication of 
the Hebrew University’s Leonard 
Davis Institute for ane oppeenity 
lations, a magnificent . op) 
was missed for a fertile exchange of 
information and views on a unique 
subject between the Israeli partici- 
pants and those — Jewish and non- 
Jewish — from abroad, In missing 
this opportunity, the organizers of 
the seminar — that is, the Hebrew 
University — have failed in their 
task, as the University of the Jewish 
people. 

The opportunity they missed was 
that of discussing — in at least 
one of the seminars — the place of 
the Jewish people, with its peculiar 
history going back 4,000 years, in 
the modern international community, 
and, in the light of this history and 
of the still-peculiar situation of the 
Jews in the world, the problems that 
face a Jewish State in the conduct 
of its international relations. 

I refer to what the late Ya’acov 
spoke of in a 1968 
reprinted jin this paper 
on March 8. He reported a conver- 
sation in Washington with a man — 
“an assimilated Jew” — who then 
was “in control of ἃ complex of 
security and political affairs of the 
Administration in Washington,” and 
who, Herzog believed, might one day 
“hold in his hand the key to the 
future of the State of Israel.” 

This man had asked him whether 
the thought Israel could improve her 
relations with the Soviet Union. In 
his reply. Herzog spoke about Soviet 
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aspirations im ithe Middle East, add- 
ing: “There is one thing we cannot 
help, and that js the burden of 4,000 
years which stand in the way.” The 
unnamed man’s response, probably 
typical of international relations ex- 
pertts — local or foreign, Jew or non- 
Jew — was: “Four thousand years? 
T gost understand you. We're talking 
what is happening now.” 

I refer to the Jewish People 
which, as Herzog said, “has arrived 
at either a close relationship or a 
clash with every state, or idea, or 
movement that has claimed to re- 
present a universal ideal — whether 
it be ChrisHanity or Islam, Nazism 
or Communism, the British Empire 
or, now, the pretended empire of 
de Gaulle.” 

I refer to a people which has 
seen — or rather experienced on 
its own flesh, and survived — the 
rise and fall of one world empire 
after another, seen them come, con- 
quer and disappear into the dust 
except for a few fragments installed 
im museums and libraries. 

I refer to a people 80 per cent 
of whose members do not live in its 
homeland, and whose’ positions in 
their host countries—Soviet Jewry, 
American Jewry, South African 
Jewry, etc.—affect and are affected 
by Israel's conduct of its interna- 
tional affairs. 

Was all or any of this really not 
ἃ fitting subject for discussion at 
the seminars — or have we acquired 
one more sign of normalcy?: we, too, 
now have our very own Iustitute of 
International Relations, “like all the 
nations.” 


The budget for 1974 


Ha'aretz (non-party) notes three 
welcome trends: A certain reduction 
in the allocation for defence, and an 
increase in both social services and 
investments. At the same time, there 
are three points on which the pro- 
posed budget is necessarily marked 
by uncertainty: The security situa- 
tion, develepments abroad which will 
determine whether or not Israel will 
recelve promised foreign aid, and 
whether the forecasts regarding the 
balance of trade will be borne out 
in actual fact. 


Davar (Histadrut) agrees that in 
these spheres the budget is indeed 
burdened by the factor of uncertain- 
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ty, but praises the fact that the 
budget is a balanced one as well 
os the fact that it includes a re- 
serve of IL-400,000,000. Also lauded 
is the “major effort made to main- 
tain the level of welfare services,” 
even though its cost, in the form of 
reduced comsumption, will have to 
be borne by the public at large. 

Omer (Histadrut) feels that 
while the delay in presenting the 
budget this year can be explained 
by the stress of circumstances, it 
should by no means be allowed to 
become routine. 

Al Hamishmar (Mapam) feels, on 
the other hand, that the burden of 
supporting the weaker strata should 
be borne not by the wage earners, 
who meke up the buik of the 
ulation, but by the wealthy who, as 
ἃ result of the upsurge in defence 
orders and inflation, can expect to 
grow even wealthier than they are 
now, 

Hatzofe (National Religious} and 
Hamodia {Agndat Yisrael) urge 
that, in view of the necessity for 
belt-tightening implied by the bud- 
get, the Government set an example 
in economizing by streamUning its 
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ABBI Stephen Samuel _ Wise 
fought for freedom, ee and 
ality, the strengthening of Amer- 
foun democracy, the abolition of 
civic and political corruption, the 
organization of labour, the improve- 
ment of human welfare, and the in- 
terfaith movement in which Jews 
would not fawn for the favour of 
Christian goodwill. He founded in- 
stitutions of Jewish religion and 
learning, established Jewish demot- 
ratic organizations, and, above all, 
struggled to fulfil ‘the Zionist aim 
of a Jewish state. 

Rabbi Wise realized that in order 
to be able to serve the causes in 
which he believed, he could mever 
permit himself to be muzzled. When 
therefore, in 1905, New York's rich 
and influential Temple Emanu-El 
offered him its pulpit, he rejected 
it on being informed that “Emanu- 
El's pulpit shall always be subject 
to, and under control of, its board 
of trustees.” Rabbi Wise wrote to 
the congregation’s president and 
members: “I want to make it clear 
‘that I would not deliver my con- 
science into the keeping of the 
angels. My conscience is my own.” 

In 1907 he established the Free 
Synagogue, whose pulpit would 
be free, its pews unassigned and 
its doors open to rich and poor 
alfke; and by his example helped 
rabbis and ministers to win for 
themselves the same right to pulpit 
freedom. 

In 1933 he founded the Jewish 
Institute of Religion in New York, 
where rabbinical students would es- 
cape the narrow, divisive sectarian- 
ism of the Orthodox, Conservative 
and Reform seminaries. He built 
the Institute on the foundations of 
faith in the oneness.of his people and 
loyalty to K’lal Israel. Students from 
all backgrounds came to study with 
eminent scholars of all the branches 
of Judaism. The graduates were free 
to choose the wing of Judaism they 
preferred as Wise himself had done 
in choosing Reform, but there were 
πὸ known instances of any lack of 
allegiance to Καὶ Israel, and, with 
the rarest exceptions, all were 
Zionists. 

In 1948 Rabbi Wise consented to 
the merger of the Institute with Cin- 
cinnati's Reform Hebrew Union Col- 
lege, where there was 2 progressive 
turning away from anti-Zionism, 
anti-traditionalism and Reform sec- 
tarlanism. Under the leadership of 
Dr. Nelson Glueck, the Zionist 
president of the merged Heb- 
τὰν Union College-Jewish Insti- 
tute of Religion, Rabbi Wise was 
convinced, ‘there would remain two 
Uberal schools of religion, one in 
Cincinnati and one in New York, 
and the principles. upon which the 
Institute had been founded wot 
not be “abandoned or waived.”

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Today marks the 100th anniversary of the birth of 

Rabbi Stephen 5. Wise, one of the towering figures 

of Zionism and the Reform Movement in the 

United States. His role in both is traced here by 
RABBI MORTON M. BERMAN. 


His commitment to the oneness 
of the Jewish People and his faith 
in the capacity of Jews to make 
democratically agreed-upon decisions 
led Rabbi Wise to share in the 
founding of the American Jewish 
Congress. Wealthy, powerful, “shtad- 
lanic” Jews bitterly opposed its or- 
ganization. They preferred meeting 
secretly and making decisions for 
Jews, but without thé participation 
of representatives of the Jewish 
masses. Rabbi Wise denounced the 
undemocratic procedures of the Con- 

opponents and their excuse 


gress 
that public Jewish utterance would 


bring the charge of dual loyalty. 

‘When the Congress, to which de- 
legates had been popularly elected, 
met.in December, 1918, many oppo- 
nents were present, including Louis 
Marshall of the American Jewish 
Committee. He was named a mem- 
ber of the Congress delegation to 
the Versailles Peace Conference, to 
be held early in 1919. The Congress 
delegation, in cooperation with the 
world-wide Committee of Jewish De- 
legations, succeeded in securing 
from the great powers the Congress 
objectives of recognition of the his- 
toric Jewish claim to Palestine and 
the guarantee of minority rights in 
Central and Eastern Europe. 

After the American delegation re- 
ported on their achievements at a 
special session in May, 1919, Mar- 
shall pressed for the dissolution of 
the , citing an agreement 
that 'the life of the Congress would 
end on the day the attainment of 
its objectives had been reported. 
The Congress was dissolved, but 
was reorganized soon after by its 
devotees under the leadership of Rab- 
bi Wise, lest the geins won at 
‘Versailles be lost in the absence of 
a democratic organization to ensure 
them. Except for an interval of 
three years Rabbi Wise was Presi- 
dent of the Congress until he died. 

The American Jewish Congress 
provided the principal platform from 
which Rabbi Wise led the Amer- 
ican Jewish fight ‘Nazism. 
The opponents of the first Con-, 
gress urged ἃ course of silence, but 
Rabbi Wise was not ko be silenced. 
What disturbed him also was the

The article cites several Austral- 
ian actions or attitudes to support 
the author's evident belief that Aus- 
tralia's policy has not, in fact, been 
even-handed. But the Instances he 
cites either do not bear the weight 
he puts on them—as in the case
